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Although  the  organization  known  as  the  Soldiers’  Orphan 
Sixteeners  of  Pennsylvania,  is  but  in  its  infancy,  it  already 
•contains  345  names  on  its  roll  of  membership.  We  deem  it  fit¬ 
ting  that  a  brief  sketch  of  its  origin  and  career  preface  this,  our 
first  report. 

During  the  days  spent  at  school,  many  ties  of  friendship  had 
been  formed  which  time  had  not  altogether  effaced.  After  leav¬ 
ing  school  to  engage  in  our  different  vocations  in  life,  we  would 
frequently  meet  with  some  of  our  school-mates  who  would  ex¬ 
press  a  desire  to  meet  again  with  their  former  associates.  Vari¬ 
ous  plans  had  been  proposed  by  which  a  gathering  might  be 
effected.  Reunions  were  held  by  several  schools,  but  it  was  not 
until  within  the  last  few  years  that  the  formation  of  a  genera} 
organization  had  suggested  itself.  Edward  T.  Taylor,  graduate 
of  White  Hall,  consulted  Prof.  Wickersham,  then  State  Superin¬ 
tendent  of  the  Soldiers’  Orphan  Schools,  regarding  the  possi¬ 
bility  of  forming  an  organization  and  holding  a  reunion  of  all  the 
schools.  He  strongly  advised  the  step,  adding :  “In  any  thing 
of  the  kind  you  shall  have  my  assistance  and  heart-felt  co-opera¬ 
tion.  Col.  Jas.  L.  Paul  suggested  that  he  place  himself  in  com¬ 
munication  with  Alva  S.  Grow,  graduate  of  McAlisterville, 
editor  and  publisher  of  the  Lock  Haven  (daily  and  weekly)  Jour¬ 
nal,  in  whose  columns  was  first  inserted  the  call  for  a  meeting 
of  the  graduates  of  various  Soldiers’  Orphan  Schools  of  Pennsyl¬ 
vania,  to  be  held  at  Harrisburg,  Thursday  and  Friday,  Decem¬ 
ber  30th  and  31st,  1881.  The  various  papers  throughout  the 
State  kindly  inserted  the  notice,  and  upon  the  dates  mentioned 
a  gratifying  number  had  assembled,  showing  the  interest  taken 
by  the  “Sixteeners”  in  associating  themselves — forming  a  new 
organization  which  has  since  and  is  still  increasing  in  numbers — 
binding  us  together  for  mutual  advantage. 
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RECEPTION  BY  THE  G.  A.  R. 

On  the  evening  of  Thursday,  December  30th,  the  “Sixteener”1 
graduates  were  accorded  a  reception  in  the  room  of  iWst  58,  G. 
A.  R.,  by  the  members  of  the  Grand  Army  of  Harrisburg.  The 
large  room  was  well  filled  by  the  graduates,  citizens,  and  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  G.  A.  R.  The  exercises  were  opened  with  music  by 
the  Post  orchestra.

Post  Commander  Wilson  C.  Fox  called  the  assemblage  to  order, 
and  stated  the  object  of  the  meeting.  Rev.  Leroy  F.  Baker,  of 
St.  Paul’s  Episcopal  Church,  delivered  an  impressive  and  elo- 
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Cjuent  prayer,  and  was  followed  in  a  short  address  on  behalf  of 
the  State  by  Governor  Hoyt.  The  Governor  spoke  of  the  ties  of 
alma  mater,  and  the  grand  work  done  by  the  schools  which 
sprang  from  a  small  beginning.  He  congratulated  the  graduates 
on  the  success  they  had  met  with  in  life,  and  said  that  the  Com¬ 
monwealth  had  but  paid  the  debt  of  parentage  in  providing  for 
the  education  of  the  soldiers’  orphans. 

John  R.  Rockwell,  graduate  and  principal  teacher  of  t lie 
Harford  school,  replied  to  the  Governor  in  fitting  terms,  return¬ 
ing  thanks  for  the  kindness  shown. 

Superintendent  Wickersham  then  welcomed  the  graduates 
on  behalf  of  the  Department  of  Soldiers’  Orphan  Schools. 
Prof.  Wickersham’s  address  was  very  interesting,  covering,  as 
it  did,  the  statistics  of  the  schools.  He  said  that  already  6,500 
“Sixteeners”  have  gone  out,  and  he  was  proud  of  the  specimen 
bricks  before  him.  Altogether  there  have  been  11,500  scholars 
in  attendance  at  the  schools,  at  a  cost  up  to  the  present  time  of 
$6,500,000.  In  1880  the  cost  of  maintenance  was  $352,000.  There 
.are  now  in  the  schools  2,600  scholars.  At  one  time  there  were 
forty  schools,  but  now  there  are  but  eighteen,  of  which  twelve 
are  devoted  exclusively  to  soldiers’  orphans  and  six  are  mixed. 
It  is  estimated  that  the  schools  will  last  until  May  1,  1885,  and 
that  no  pupils  will  betaken  after  June  1st,  1882,  unless  the  laws 
should  be  changed.  The  total  cost  when  the  schools  are  aban¬ 
doned,  it  is  estimated,  will  be  about  $8,000,000.  The  history  of 
the  Soldiers’  Orphan  School  system  has  not  a  parallel  in  the 
world.  Ohio  and  Iowa  have  one  school,  but  these  have  afforded 
accommodation  to  but  a  meagre  percentage  for  the  soldiers’ 
orphans.  Pennsylvania  beats  them  all  by  ten  to  one. 

An  eloquent  response  was  made  by  Alva  S.  Grow,  publisher 
of  the  Lock  Haven  Journal,  a  graduate  of  McAlisterville  school. 

Comrade  Elias  Hollinger,  of  Post  58,  welcomed  the  graduates 
on  behalf  of  the  G.  A.  R.,  in  a  beautiful  speech,  in  which  he 
said:  “Your  fathers  were  with  us  on  the  long  march,  bearing 
the  burden  of  a  soldier’s  life;  they  were  with  us  in  bloody  battle, 
when  brave  men  fell  and  hearts  ceased  to  beat,  when  souls  went 
to  meet  their  Maker.  Then  was  formed  the  mystic  chord  which 
binds  together  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  and  the  soldiers’ 
orphans.” 

Edward  T.  Taylor,  graduate  of  White  Hall  school,  at  present 
a  teacher  in  the  public  schools  of  Gloucester  county,  N.  J.,  re¬ 
plied  in  fitting  terms. 

Miss  Hattie  A.  Mehaney,  of  Harrisburg,  a  graduate  of  White 
Hall  school,  read  an  essay  in  which  she  referred  to  the  great 
work  the  G.  A.  R.  had  done  for  the  soldiers’  orphans,  character¬ 
izing  the  order  as  the  “big  brother”  of  all  the  scholars. 

Miss  Clara  B:  Steele,  of  Harrisburg,  Pa.,  a  graduate  of  White 
Hall  Soldiers’  Orphan  School  and  Lock  Haven  Normal  School, 
read  with  fine  effect  “The  Maiden  Martyr.” 

Remarks  were  also  made  by  Richard  T.  Hull,  of  Mount  Joy 
school;  Wm.  H.  Felton,  of  the  Soldiers’  Orphan  Institute  of 
Philadelphia;  Mrs.  E.  E.  Hutter,  of  Philadelphia;  and  F.  R. 
Pinkerton,  on  behalf  of  the  Soldiers’  Orphan  Schools  of  West¬ 
ern  Pennsylvania. 

Other  remarks  were  made  by  members  of  the  Grand  Army, 
after  which  they  adjourned  to  meet  the  following  morning  at 
S:30,  to  organize  as  an  association.

A  VISIT  TO'  GOVERNOR  HOYT,  AND  OTHERS. 

The  members  meeting,  after  adjourning  at  one  p.  m.,  called 
on  His  Excellency  Governor  Hoyt,  who  received  them  in  the 
Executive  Chamber,  and  a  formal  introduction  .passsed  from 
him  to  each  of  the  graduates.

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be  held  at  Harrisburg,  August  24th,  25th,  and  26th,  1881,  inviting 
all  to  assist  in  working  it  up  in  their  respective  localities,  urging 
attendance  of  all  to  insure  success.  Ample  arrangements  were 
made  by  Maj.  H.  F.  Spicer  with  the  different  railroad  companies 
to  issue  excursion  tickets  reduced  to  one  cent  per  mile. 

Every  effort  was  made  by  the  different  committees  to  reach 
all  “Sixteeners,”  advertising  it  in  the  columns  of  the  various 
newspapers  throughout  the  State  and  by  circulars. 

To  defray  the  necessary  expenses,  “Sixteeners”  were  solicited 
to  contribute  financially.  Many  responded  liberally,  which, 
with  the  money  raised  at  the  preliminary  meeting  was  sufficient 
to  meet  the  expenses  up  to  the  time  of  the  Grand  Re-union.

In  pursuance  of  the  call  of  President  Grow,  one  of  the  largest 
and  most  interesting  gatherings  ever  held  in  the  Hall  of  the 
Plouse  of  Representatives  was  that  of  the  re-union  of,  and  recep¬ 
tion  to,  the  “Sixteeners”  of  the  Soldiers’  Orphan  Schools  of  the 
State,  on  the  evening  of  Wednesday,  August  25th,  1881,  the  large 
room  being  literally  packed  with  the  members  of  the  Grand 
Army,  Sixteeners  and  their  friends. 

Posts  116  and  58,  G.  A.  R.,  and  a  committee  of  graduates,  with 
band  and  drum  corps,  proceeded  to  the  United  States  Hotel  and 
escorted  the  orator  of  the  evening,  ex-Governor  Curtin,  to  the 
Hall.  The  entrance  of  the  “War  Governor”  was  a  signal  for  re¬ 
peated  applause  and  shouts  of  welcome. 

Prof.  Wickersham,  who  for  ten  years  filled  the  position  of 
Superintendent  of  Soldiers’  Orphan  Schools  in  connection  with 
the  superintendency  of  common  schools,  and  Gen.  Dennison  ac¬ 
companied  Mr.  Curtin  and  occoupied  seats  in  front  of  the 
Speaker’s  desk.  Shortly  afterward  Gov.  Hoyt  arrived,  and  was 
greeted  with  applause  from  the  sixteeners. 

Before  the  commencement  of  the  exercises  every  available 
space,  even  to  standing  room,  had  been  taken  up.  There  were 
at  least  two  thousand  persons  present,  of  whom  about  four  hun¬ 
dred  were  “Sixteeners.” 

Alva  S.  Grow,  President  of  the  Sixteeners’  Association,  called 
the  assemblage  to  order,  and  the  exercises  were  opened  by  a 
selection  of  music  by  the  orchestra.  Rev.  Hartman  Naylor,  a 
graduate  of  Chester  Springs  School,  made  an  effective  prayer, 
followed  by  more  music.  President  Grow  then  made  a  short  ad¬ 
dress  welcoming  the  graduates,  expressing  his  pleasure  in  meet¬ 
ing  so  many  of  his  school-mates  at  this  re-union,  and  introduced 
Gov.  Hoyt  as  the  firm  friend  of  the  soldiers’  orphans,  which 
sentiment  was  vigorously  applauded.  The  Governor,  referring 
to  Ex-Govenor  Curtin  and  Professor  Wickersham,  said  they  sat 
here  proud  and  exultant  at  the  fruition  of  their  labors.  He  paid 
a  glowing  tribute  to  Pennsylvania  for  maintaining  these  schools.

Governor  Hoyt's  Remarks. 

Ladies  and  gentleman,  more  especially  young  men  and 
women,  it  would  be  impossible  for  me  to  extend  to  you  a  heartier 
welcome  than  the  community  has  already  extended  by  the  out¬ 
pouring  of  its  people.  The  interest  taken  in  your  organization  is 
manifest  by  their  presence  and  the  presence  of  the  comrades  of 
your  fathers.  This  assembly  signifies  what  estimation  the  four 
million  people  of  our  great  State  hold  you  in.  You  are  their 
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wards,  and  by  this  outpouring  and  the  interest  taken  in  your  be¬ 
half,  do  they  mean  to  show  you  how  they  have  tried  to  pay  to 
you  the  debt  they  owed  your  fathers.  This  honored  citizen  (re¬ 
ferring  to  ex-Governor  Curtin)  must  be  proud  that  his  efforts 
made  this  forecast  for  your  futures  and  that  he  is  enabled  to  wit¬ 
ness  the  fruition  of  his  labors. 

He  spoke  of  the  great  success  and  prosperity  of  the  State  and 
told  the  young  men  that  they  had  now  struggled  into  a  citizen¬ 
ship  such  as  no  other  four  millions  of  people  on  the  face  of  the 
earth  had  provided.  I  regard  these  orphan  schools  as  the  crown¬ 
ing  achievement  of  the  common  school  system  of  our  State. 
Scholars  are  enabled  to  step  from  the  school  among  the  products 
of  one  of  the  most  thrifty  States  in  the  country.  It  was  a  grand 
achievement — this  taking  up  of  an  external  body  and  bringing  it 
to  such  a  high  standing,  and  he  hoped  it  might  not  end  in  this 
one  grand  result,  but  that  others  might  follow.  It  gives  me  great 
pleasure  after  these  few  words  of  welcome  to  give  place  tothe 
founder  of  this  glorious  scheme,  through  which  you  are  what 
yrou  are  to-night  and'for  a  perpetuation  of  the  memories  of  which 
you  have  here  assembled. 

Frequent  applause  interrupted  the  Governor’s  remarks.  At 
his  conclusion,  G.  N.  Vannauker,  of  the  Harford  school,  made 
an  address  in  which  he  eloquently  referred  to  Governor  Hoyt 
and  ex-Governor  Curtin,  the  latter  of  whom  he  knew  was  proud 
to  look  over  the  assembly  of  graduates,  and  say,  “These  are  my 
children.”  In  Governor  Hoyt  they  have  a  true  friend.  He  it 
was  who  served  with  their  fathers,  and,  as  their  fathers’  comrade 
he  would  be  their  friend.  Mr.  Vannauker  then  returned  thanks 
to  Hr.  Higbee,  State  Superintendent,  ex-Superintendent  Wiek- 
ersham,  Colonel  Paul,  the  Pennsylvania  and  other  railroads  and 
the  Grand  Army  boys,  through  whose  efforts  as  well  as  those  of 
the  gentleman  to  whom  he  had  just  referred  was  due  the  success 
of  the  immense  gathering.  He  referred  to  the  Grand  Army  boys 
as  living  monuments  of  the  grandest  army  that  was  ever  mus¬ 
tered,  and  the  same  feeling  that  filled  their  breasts  was  deep-rooted 
in  those  of  their  fallen  comrades’  orphans  He  maintained  the 
schools  should  be  kept  up.  Millions  of  dollars  would  be  saved  by 
education  taking  the  place  of  ignorance,  and  intelligence  would 
be  apparent  on  every  hand.  Then  would  the  good  old  State  be 
called  mighty. 

The  speaker’s  remarks  were  delightfully  received  and  fre¬ 
quently  applauded,  and  at  their  conclusion,  after  some  music, 
Alva  S.  Grow  introduced  ex-Governor  Curtin,  who  he  stated 
took  them  in  charge  when  there  was  no  one  who  would  pity  or 
no  one  to  succor  them. 

Loud  and  enthusiastic  cheers  greeted  the  ex-Governor  as  he 
stepped  forward  to  begin  his  address.  The  following  is  a  synopsis 
of  the  eloquent  and  touching  words  spoken  on  the  occasion  : 

Ex- Governor  Curtin  s  Address. 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen:  Many  of  you  were  children,  and 
many  of  you  may  have  been  in  this  hall  on  a  memorable  occa¬ 
sion  when  the  presence  of  three  hundred  and  forty-five  soldiers’ 
orphans  influenced  the  counsels  of  the  Legislature  and  saved  the 
schools  at  tiie  most  critical  period  of  their  history;  and  no  doubt 
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many  of  you  were  in  Philadelphia,  on  the  fourth  of  July,  1860, 
when  two  hundred  and  seventeen  bullet-riddled  flags  were  re¬ 
turned  to  the  State,  and  when  the  presence  of  more  than  twelve 
hundred  soldiers’  orphans  was  the  chief  interest  of  that  grand 
pageant. 

The  organization  of  the  Soldiers’  Orphan  Schools  was  not  a 
charity,  but  a  fulfillment  of  the  covenant  made  between  the 
soldiers  and  the  people  at  home.  Through  the  public  journals 
and  in  speeches,  solemn  promises  were  made,  he  said,  that  their 
wives  and  children  should  be  cared  for,  and  that  the  lattershould 
be  maintained  by  the  State.  Their  children  could  not  be  left  to 
spasmodic  and  irregular  charity,  and  it  pleased  Di\  in e  Provi¬ 
dence  to  induce  the  people  of  the  State  to  maintain  and  educate 
these  orphans,  who  were  not  paupers,  but  wards  of  the  State. 
The  purity  of  the  work  fully  justified  the  State  in  standing  by 
its  agreement.  No  State  had  done  as  much  as  Pennsylvania  for 
its  soldiers’  orphans,  and  no  nation,  ancient  or  modern,  had 
equalled  her  in  this  respect.  The  State,  in  her  treatment  of  her 
•  soldiers’  orphans,  stands  beyond  and  above  all  precedent.  She 
is  a  noble  and  grand  old  State,  and  her  people  are  highly  patri¬ 
otic,  and  he  had  no  doubt  that  the  soldiers’  orphans  were  here  to 
illustrate  by  their  lives  that  the  State  but  did  its  duty  in  creating 
the  schools  to  the  memory  of  their  fathers.  He  thought  this  was 
a  proper  time  and  an  appropriate  place  to  saj"  that  this  ought  to 
be  our  last  war.  Referring  to  the  Rebellion,  he  said  Pennsylva¬ 
nia  had  never  done  anything  to  provoke  it.  But  when  the  at¬ 
tempt  was  made  at  the"  life  of  the  government  she  was  ahead  of 
all  States  in  furnishing  men  and  money.  If  necessary  she  would 
have  spent  her  last  dollar  and  sent  her  last  man  to  put  down  the 
Rebellion,  as  she  would  have  given  her  last  dollar  to  educate  and 
maintain  her  soldiers’  orphans.  He  deprecated  war,  as  it 
brought  with  it  demoralization  of  the  people,  even  if  successful. 
The  late  war  left  its  blistering  marks  on  public  morality  in 
the  North,  although  rebellion  was  crushed.  He  predicted  a 
long  era  of  peace,  referred  to  the  prosperity  prevailing  in  the 
South,  and  said  that  no  sensible  Southern  man  desired  the  resto¬ 
ration  of  slavery.  He  referred  pathetically  to  the  sufferings  of 
President  Garfield,  and  said  if  it  could  be  ameliorated  by  the 
stoppage  of  all  business  there  would  be  a  silence  equal  to  that 
which  pervades  the  President’s  chamber.  The  black  cloud 
which  had  settled  over  the  White  House  had  entered  every  house¬ 
hold,  and  fifty  million  people  were  now  mourning  the  calamity 
which  had  befallen  the  head  of  the  nation  and  praying  for  his 
restoration  to  health.  But  the  death  of  the  President  would  not 
affect  the  government,  which,  being  democratic,  is  immortal. 
If  it  should  please  Providence  to  remove  the  President,  a  suc¬ 
cessor  is  provided,  and  no  dangerous  agitation  would  follow. 
This  government  was  made  to  live,  and  the  loss  of  its  head  would 
go  no  further  than  grieve  the  hearts  of  the  people.  The  first  and 
foremost  duty  would  be,  in  case  of  the  President’s  death,  to  give 
his  successor  proper  support. 

Our  matchless  constitution  provides  for  a  succession,  and  if 
the  President  should  die,  the  citizen  selected,  and  who  is  to  be¬ 
come  the  actual  head  of  the  government,  deserves,  and  will  re¬ 
ceive  the  sympathy  of  all  true  and  patriotic  men  in  the  discharge 
of  his  high  official  functions,  in  the  delicate  position  in  which  he 
will  be  placed.  I  have  said  that  I  trust  the  war  in  which  your 
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fathers  were  slain,  and  which  made  you  orphans  and  so  devel¬ 
oped  the  justice  and  benevolence  of  this  great  State,  in  their 
-adoption  of  you  as  the  children  of  the  Commonwealth,  may  be 
our  last.  I  am  quite  sure  that  you  have,  and  will  in  the  future, 
demonstrate  by  useful  lives  your  gratitude  to  the  people  of  the 
State,  and  never  forget  your  gracious  and  kind  stepmother— the 
grand  Commonwealth."  Pure  patriotism  makes  all  humanity 
friends.  It  is  this  grand  and  holy  emotion  of  the  heart  which 
extends  to  all  humanity  within  our  borders,  and  that  marks  the 
truly  patriotic  man.  The  last  decade  has  developed  in  the  patri¬ 
otic  feeling  of  the  nation  a  desire  on  the  part  of  all  who  love  their 
country  to  have  it  restored  to  peace,  concord  and  fraternity.  A 
wise  and  mysterious  Providence  has  in  the  past  visited  our  coun¬ 
try  with  great  calamities,  but  they  have  hitherto  passed,  and  our 
nation  has  been  making  continual  progress  in  power  and  conse¬ 
quence,  and  the  individual  happiness  and  prosperity  of  our  peo¬ 
ple  has  been  abundantly  blessed,  and  if  the  threatened  calamity 
should  occur,  our  government  will  move  on  as  heretofore  if  we 
abide  in  the  wisdom  and  justice  of  the  Supreme  Power,  and  by 
our  lives  deserve  prosperity  in  the  future. 

I  cannot  commend  too  highly,  ladies  and  gentlemen,  your 
purpose  in  this  assemblage.  You  do  justice  to  yourselves,  to  the 
people  of  the  State,  whose  wards  you  have  been,  in  uniting  to¬ 
gether  in  mutual  support  and  assistance  to  each  other.  The  cit¬ 
izens  who  have  been  called  to  fill  the  chief  executive  office  of  the 
State  have,  in  a  most  commendable  manner,  sustained  by  all 
their  official  influence  the  Soldiers’  Orphan  Schools,  and  it  is  but 
just  to  say  that  the  gentlemen  who  have  been  called  to  discharge 
the  immediate  duties  connected  with  your  schools,  have  dis¬ 
charged  their  duties  faithfully.  Thomas  H.  Burrowes,  the  first 
Superintendent,  was  a  man  who  devoted  his  life  to  the  interests 
of  public  education,  and  who  laid  the  foundation  of  the  system 
which  has  been  pursued  by  his  successors.  Col.  McFarland, 
his  immediate  successor,  maimed  in  the  war  as  a  soldier,  gave 
to  you  a  zealous,  sympathetic  and  active  support,  and  it  is  quite 
unnecessary  for  me  to  refer  to  that  learned  and  enlightened 
educator  and  patriotic  man  who  is  in  your  presence  to-day  to 
take  an  active  part  in  your  preceedings.  Indeed  it  would  be 
quite  unnecessary  to  mention  the  name  of  Dr.  Wickersham;  and 
it  is  a  pleasing  reflection  that  the  gentleman  recently  called  to 
the  head  of  the  department,  comes  with  a  reputation  to  justify 
the  expectation  that  he  will  faithfully  discharge  the  delicate 
duties  of  his  place  toward  the  remnant  of  the  soldiers’  orphans 
who  still  remain  in  the  schools. 

Accept  my  many  thanks  for  the  honor  of  your  invitation  to 
be  present  on  this  occasion,  and  for  the  hearty  reception  it  is 
your  pleasure  to  give  jne;  and  you  will  allow  me  to  suggest,  that 
if  not  at  this  meeting,  yon  will  at  some  subsequent  gathering  of 
the  same  character,  so  arrange  that  Col.  Paul’s  excellent  history 
of  the  Soldiers’  Orphan  Schools  of  Pennsylvania  may  be  rewrit¬ 
ten  and  enlarged  by  the  gentleman,  or  some  other  person  equally 
competent  for  such  duty,  so  that  not  only  the  people  of  other 
States  of  this  Union,  but  that  all  the  nations  of  the  earth  and  all 
humanity  may  know  how  much  Pennsylvania  did  to  relieve  the 
sufferings  and  horrors  of  war,  and  that  her  example  may  be 
imitated.  However  it  may  be  with  you,  ladies  and  gentlemen,  I 
will  go  back  to  my  home  with  most  agreeable  impressions  and 
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memories  of  the  meeting,  and  wishing  you  all  individual  happi¬ 
ness  and  prosperity  in  the  future,  say  farewell. 

A  prolonged  round  of  applause  followed  him  as  he  retired, 
and  the  Grand  Army  Posts  gave  one  of  their  salutes. 

After  some  vocal  music  by  the  Vannauker  Brothers,  John  R. 
Rockwell,  of  the  Harford  school,  made  the  following  reply: 

John  R.  Rockwell' s  Address. 

The  honor  of  responding  to  the  hearty  and  eloquent  address 
of  the  “Soldiers’  Friend”  to  the  soldiers’ orphans,  has  been  ac¬ 
corded  to  one  who  fully  feels  his  own  inadequacy  to  give  expres¬ 
sion  to  the  full  feelings"  of  gratification  and  applause  with  which 
we  all  respond.  We  must  make  allusion  to  the  sacrifice  and 
noble  efforts  of  our  “War  Governor”  and  “Soldiers’  Friend,” 
before  the  cherished  plan  of  his  heart  became  embodied  in  the 
beautiful  orphan  school  system. 

I  have  read  the  story  again  and  again,  and  my  thoughts  are 
recorded  by  another,  better  than  I  can  express  them,  in  that 
book  which  is  a  monument  to  the  memory  and  devored  labors 
of  Col.  James  L.  Paul,  in  the  same  benificent  cause.  Though 
the  present  actors  in  Pennsylvania’s  orphan  drama  may  not  live 
to  see  the  glory  of  the  work  told  in  Paul’s  History  fully  realized, 
yet  future  generations  will  look  back  to  behold  the  strongest  and 
mightiest  Christian  movement  of  the  world  and  exclaim:  “Be¬ 
hold  how  Pennsylvania  leads  and  teaches  the  world.  She  did 
for  the  children  of  her  fallen  and  maimed  defenders,  what  is  un¬ 
known  in  the  history  of  man’s  most  sacred  works.” 

Every  great  endeavor  meets  with  many  obstacles.  Large  un¬ 
dertakings  progress  slowly.  Governor  Curtin’s  novel  measure  to 
gather,  feed,  clothe  and  educate  “the  children  of  the  Common¬ 
wealth,”  met  with  many  dangerous  and  apparently  insurmount¬ 
able  difficulties.  That  the  State  owed  a  debt  of  gratitude  to  the 
soldier’s  widow  and  her  dependent  offspring,  was  probably  sug¬ 
gested  to  the  minds  of  thousands,  but  only  to  the  patriotic  heart 
of  the  Governor  was  it  sure  that  the  State  should,  in  justice, 
adopt  as  her  special  wards,  the  children  of  her  fallen  and  disa¬ 
bled  warriors.  From  the  inception  of  the  idea  on  that  Thanks¬ 
giving  day,  when  the  “God  of  the  fatherless”  sent  two  ragged 
and  starving  soldier’s  children  to  the  Governor’s  door  begging 
for  bread,  to  the  perfection  of  his  noble  scheme  for  redeeming 
the  pledge  given:  “ Soldiers ,  if  you  go  down  in  battle,  I  pledge 
myself  and  State  to  take  care  of  your  widows  and  little  ones,1'  never 
did  the  Governor  forget  his  duty  so  divinely  pointed  out  to  him. 

How  gloomy  did  the  whole  undertaking  seem  !  The  dream 
of  doing  such  a  thing  seemed  like  the  vision  of  a  fanatic!  A 
man  of  less  faith  would  have  given  up  at  the  very  outset  of  such 
an  unpromising  task.  But  the  all-absorbing  and  growing  cares 
of  his  office  could  not  drive  this  germ  resolve  for  doing  good  from 
his  mind.  He  studied  and  strove  every  day  to  find  some  means 
to  accomplish  his  heart’s  desire.  With  the  consent  of  the  State 
Legislature,  the  Governor  accepted  a  donation  of  $50,000  made 
by  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company  to  assist  in  paying 
bounties  to  volunteers,  but  the  Legislature  authorized  him  to  ac¬ 
cept  of  this  donation  and  to  dispose  of  the  money  as  to  him 
seemed  wisest  and  best.  He  cheerfully  complied,"  and  appro- 
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priated  the  amount  to  provide  homes  and  schools  for  the  desti¬ 
tute  children  of  deceased  soldiers  and  sailors.  Thus  did  one 
company  illustrate  that  there  is  an  exception  to  almost  every 
rule;  a  corporation  may  even  have  a  larger  soul  than  the  Legis¬ 
lature  of  ’64. 

The  ball  was  put  in  motion,  but  there  was  found  considerable 
difficulty  in  rolling  it  through  the  Legislatures  of  ’65,  ’66,  and  a 
few  more.  But  the  friends  of  the  soldier  persevered  and  tri¬ 
umphed.  Dr.  J.  P.  Wickersham  prepared  a  bill  containing  the 
matured  views  of  the  Governor,  and  it  was  presented  to  the 
Legislature.  There  were  some  disbelievers  then,  as  now,  who 
believed  themselves  always  right  and  everybody  else  always 
wrong.  Such  people  would  hardly  believe"  if  they  could  put 
their  lingers  on  the  nail  prints,  for  had  not  the  Governor  fully 
demonstrated  that  his  was  a  wise  plan  before  he  invited  those 
shadows  of  philanthropic  statesmen  to  accept  his  methods? 
Well,  the  bill  making  further  provision  to  aid  the  unfortunate 
children  of  deceased  soldiers  wras  lost  in  the  Legislature  of  ’64, 
which  refused  itself  the  honor  of  approving  and  advancing  the 
glorious  work  instituted  by  our  warm-hearted  Governor. 

If  not  a  better,  at  least  a  more  benevolent  and  patriotic  class 
of  men  composed  the  Legislature  of  1865.  This  Assembly  per¬ 
formed  its  duty,  and  made  the  coveted  appropriation  to  provide 
for  the  children  made  destitute  by  the  casualties  of  war.  There 
are  many  here  present  who  remember  the  sharp  conflict  in  the 
Legislature  of  ’66  on  the  orphan  school  question.  May  be  there 
are  many  orphans  here  who  remember  their  visit  to  Harrisburg 
in  that  year,  when  it  was  feared  that  all  further  aid  to  these 
schools  would  be  cut  off,  and  you  were  to  hold  a  re-union  before 
those  legislators  should  coolly  decide  to  cast  you  out  in  the  drifts 
of  a  cold  and  heartless  world.  But  you  were  spared  such  horri¬ 
ble  treatment.  Your  presence  here  transformed  the  ungenerous 
and  irresolute  heart,  so  it  became  generous  and  resolute.  Your 
full  appearance  and  good  behavior  carried  the  day,  and  the  noble 
work  so  well  started  gained  a  new  lease  of  life.  The  spark  then 
rekindled  has  grown  larger  and  brighter,  until  it  is  to-day  a  lu¬ 
minous  orb. 

There  have  been  little  skirmishes  along  the  frontier  with  later 
Legislatures  over  this  question,  but  on  the  whole  the  friends  of 
the  system  are  fully  satisfied  with  its  success,  and  the  last  Legis¬ 
lature  (1881)  proved  that  the  education  of  Pennsylvania’s  sons 
and  daughters  was  more  popular  than  ever  in  years  gone  by. 
The  bill  making  the  usual  appropriation  passed  the  lower  House 
with  only  one  dissenting  vote,  and  that  fellow  voted  negatively 
on  every  bill  except  those  that  affected  his  own  interests,  and 
particularly  his  salary.  It  passed  the  Senate  unanimously. 

To  those  who  doubt  the  propriety  of  educating  the  children  of 
diseased  and  disabled  soldiers,  if  you  are  candid,  reflect  if  these 
veterans  did  not  serve  as  long  and  faithfully,  perhaps  they  en¬ 
dured  greater  hardships  than  their  more  fortunate  comrades 
who  perished  by  their  side,  and  tell  me,  because  Providence  did 
not  require  the  sacrifice  of  their  lives,  in  that  great  and  wicked 
rebellion,  are  we  to  honor  them  the  less?  Should  we  seek  to 
detract  from  their  fame?  Is  it  Christian  and  patriotic  to  deny 
them  the  aid  which  was  so  dearly  bought?  I  swear  that  it  is 
a  shame  to  hear  such  prating  fellows,  and  only  cowardly  copper¬ 
heads  who  fired  discouragement  into  the  rear  of  our  advancing 
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armies,  while  these  brave  fellows  were  marching  and  fighting 
in  front,  dare  advance  such  miserly  opinions. 

A  State  so  grand  and  noble  as  Pennsylvania,  with  such  a 
pure  and  glorious  history,  will  never  blacken  its  proud  record  by 
casting  its  children  out  on  a  pitiless  and  sinful  world,  leaving 
them  to  grow  up,  for  the  hiost  part,  amidst  ignorance  and  crime 
exposed  to  a  fate  worse  than  slavery,  which  was  the  price  of 
their  father’s  blood  and  death — a  life  of  misery  and  degradation, 
following  the  track  of  the  ruined  and  damned,  in  this  present 
world,  and  become  the  rejected  and  lost  in  that  to  come. 

Oh,  God.,  the  trust  of  providing  and  caring  for  the  orphan 
and  soldier’s  child  has  been  confided  to  a  great  and  patriotic 
State,  and  the  good  work  shall  not  cease  until  the  last  poor  out¬ 
cast  of  the  war  shall  have  past  the  season  of  dependency.  The 
present  law  will  close  these  schools  in  ’85,  and  with  credit  and 
honor  to  the  State.  There  are  still  four  years  for  these  institu¬ 
tions  to  stand  and  furnish  recruits  who  are  eligible  to  our  order. 
We  can  remember  about  15,000  of  the  sons  and  daughters  of  dead 
and  disabled  soldiers.  We  should  rank  our  society  higher  than 
that  denominated  the  “Sons  of  Veterans.”  We  acknowledge 
but  one  earthly  parent,  our  father  and  mother  in  one,  Pennsyl¬ 
vania,  that  educated  us  at  an  expense  of  $10,000,000,  and  we  will 
repay  our  alma  mater  by  being  dutiful  and  useful  citizens  of  her 
society. 

True,  we  are  descended  from  the  martyrs  of  the  rebellion, 
but  they  were  wedded  by  death  to  our  living  chieftain.  We 
pattern  our  constitution  and  society  after  the  Grand  Army  of 
the  Republic,  so  in  a  full  and  holy  sense  we  are  an  hereditary 
order.  Let  us  heed  then  the  models  set  before  us  for  guidance 
and  inspiration.  We  are  to  preserve  the  memory  of  patriotic 
deeds;  connect  gratitude  for  the  past  with  hope  for  the  future; 
educate  ourselves  to  worthily  receive  and  manfully  bear  the  re¬ 
sponsibility  which  descended  to  every  child  bom  under  this 
Republican  government. 

I  do  believe  that  our  organization,  however  imperfect,  will 
do  us  all  good;  make  us  more  patriotic  and  appreciative  of  our 
American  rights;  instil  a  purer  patriotism  in  our  bosoms; 
strengthen  our  zeal  for  preserving  justice  and  our  liberties ;  in¬ 
crease  our  desire  to  transmit  to  posterity  the  blessings  of  our 
government  in  unbroken  power  and  grandeur.  Soldiers’  orphans 
must  not  be  suffered  to  grow  up  in  the  fatal  belief  that  their  fame 
can  rest  upon  the  achievements  of  their  fathers.  We  must  feel 
and  take  a  vital  interest  in  the  questions  of  the  present  hour. 
We  must  do  our  duty  as  a  voter  and  a  citizen  to  our  country,  our 
homes,  and  our  God. 

Some  nice  men  complain  of  corruption  in  politics,  and  be¬ 
cause  of  contact  with  the  rabble,  as  they  please  to  call  intelli¬ 
gent  voters,  stay  at  home  on  election  day  and  deny  their  country 
the  few  hours  it  takes  out  of  each  year  to  discharge  public  duties. 
There  is  no  reason  why  political  matters  should  be  more  repul¬ 
sive  than  Christian  communion,  but  for  the  very  reason  that  this 
lint  lot  of  fellows,,  who  might  contribute  just  a  little  to  the  re¬ 
spectability  of  elections,  choose  to  remain  away  from  the  polls. 
Such  fools  are  good  for  nothing  in  life,  and  will  only  be  of  value 
to  the  world  when  they  must  say  to  their  Maker,  “Here,  Lord, 
is  thy  talent  that  I  hid  in  a  hogshead.”  Boys,  you  have  no 
right  to  complain  of  bad  rulers  if  you  will  stand  murmuring 
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and  do  nothing  to  elect  better  officers.  I  have  not  yet  attained 
to  the  high  rank  of  an  American  citizen,  and  do  not  know 
which  party  I  should  join,  but  my  dearest  wish  for  my  govern¬ 
ment  is  that  voters  should  constantly  live  in  the  faithful  dis¬ 
charge  of  their  political  duties,  then  our  country  will  be  rid  of 
the  ignorant  and  base  in  office,  and  we  will  have  worthy  and 
efficient  men  to  guard  the  people’s  power  and  their  rights. 

Let  us  swear,  in  our  society,  fraternal  feelings  towards  all 
sections  of  our  land,  love  for  the  Union,  reverence  for  the  con¬ 
stitution,  loyalty  to  truth,  to  freedom,  to  justice,  to  God,  and 
faith  in  our  country’s  glorious  destiny.  God  save  our  Republic, 
and  make  soldiers’*  orphans  worthy  of  the  past,  and  the  lights  of 
a  grander  future. 

The  exercises  closed  with  a  few  words  from  Professor  Wick- 
ersliam,  and  music  by  the  orchestra.  Dr.  Wickersham  in  his 
remarks  suggested  that  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  be  per¬ 
petuated  by  attaching  the  soldiers’  orphans  to  the  Grand  Army 
posts.  He  concluded  by  saying  that  Pennsylvania  had  done  ten 
times  more  for  her  soldiers’  orphans  than  all  the  other  states  of 
the  Union  put  together. 


(Downing  Session. 

AUGUST  25. 


The  regular  business  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  President 
Grow  at  9.15  a.  m. 

Roll  call.  There  were  two  hundred  and  eighty  names  on  the 
roll,  of  which  number  two  hundred  and  sixty  responded. 

Prayer  was  offered  by  Rev.  Taylor,  of  Chester  Springs  School. 

The  minutes  of  the  Preliminary  Meeting,  held  at  Harrisburg 
on  the  30th  and  31st  of  December,  1880,  were  read  and  approved. 

D.  S.  Wilcox,  Mansfield  S.  O.  S.,  and  Elmer  J.  Smith,  Womels- 
dorf  S.  O.  S.,  were  appointed  Assistant  Recording  Secretaries. 

Letters  of  regret  from  Dr.  Higbee,  of  the  Department  of  Pub¬ 
lic  Instruction  ;  W.  Scott  Alexandre,  Esq.,  of  Altoona  ;  Harper 
W.  Snyder,  Esq.,  Cassville  Soldiers7  Orphan  School,  now  of 
Remington,  Indiana ;  Frank  Pinkerton,  Dayton  Soldiers7 
Orphan  School,  of  Elerslie,  Md.;  and  Mrs.  E.  W.  Hutter,  Prin¬ 
cipal  Northern  Home,  were  read  and  on  motion  put  on  file. 

On  motion,  the  papers  relating  to  the  organization  of  the 
“Sixteeners77  were  ordered  to  be  collected  and  filed. 

A  communication  from  Post  58,  G.  A.  R.,  asking  us  to  pic-nic 
with  them  at  Pine  Grove  Park,  on  Aug.  25th,  was  on  motion 
placed  on  file. 

A  communication  from  the  State  Division  of  the  Sons  of 
Veterans,  asking  leave  to  explain  the  workings  of  their  order  to 
this  bodv,  was  read,  and  on  motion  put  on  file.  The  request  was 
granted. 

The  action  of  C.  Day  Rudy,  in  regard  to  the  invitation  from 
the  Deaf  and  Mute  Alumni  Convention,  being  at  the  lime  held 
in  the  Senate  Chamber,  to  visit  their  meeting,  was  endorsed. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Constitution  was  called  for. 
The  committee  asked  for  time  to  complete  their  work.  Remarks 
were  made  by  Rev.  A.  H.  Waters,  Principal  of  the  Uniontown 
Soldiers7  Orphan  School.  Dr.  Wickersham,  late  Suprrintendent 
of  Public  Instruction,  after  expressing  his  great  pleasure  at  this 
meeting,  suggested  that  a  committee  of  four,  two  ladies  and  two 
gentlemen,  be  appointed  to  go  to  the  United  States  Hotel  and 
invite  Gov.  Curtin  to  come  to  the  meeting.  On  motion  the 
committee  was  appointed,  with  Irvin  Kuntzleman,  of  Cassville 
School,  as  Chairman. 

E.  J.  Smith,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Constitution, 
read  a  draft.  A  motion  was  made  and  carried  that  the  report  of 
the  committee  be  accepted  and  considered  article  by  article,  viz.: 

The  Constitution. 

Article  I. — This  organization  shall  be  known  as  the  order 
of  Soldiers’  Orphan  Sixteeners  of  Pennsylvania,  (S.  O. 
S.  of  Pa.). 

Adopted  as  read. 
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Article  II. — The  object  of  the  organization  shall  be  to  per¬ 
petuate  the  memories  of  the  ties  which  were  formed  by  our 
fathers  upon  fields  of  battle ;  and  those  which  were  formed  by 
ourselves  while  wards  of  the  State ;  and  render  assistance  to 
each  other. 

Adopted  as  read  after  a  spirited  debate. 

Article  III. — The  motto  of  this  organization  shall  be  :  Pro 
quibus  pair es  nostri  proeliati  sunt ,  ea  defendimus. 

This  article  was  adopted  after  striking  out  the  Latin  reading 
and  adopting  the  English  therefor. 

Article  IV. — Every  person,  male  or  female,  who  attended 
a  Soldiers’  Orphan  School  until  the  full  age  of  sixteen,  or  who 
was  honorably  discharged  before  reaching  that  age,  shall  be  en¬ 
titled  to  membership. 

This  article  after  a  spirited  debate  was  returned  to  the  origi¬ 
nal  committee,  which  was  instructed  to  bring  a  report  at  the 
afternoon  session. 


ir 


^pmEr^NOON  Session. 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  2  p.  m.  by  President 
Grow. 

A  communication  from  Mrs.  Hutter,  expressing  her  regret  at 
being  absent,  was  read  and  ordered  to  be  put  on  file. 

On  motion  a  committee  of  three  was  appointed  to  draft  nec¬ 
essary  resolutions  relative  to  regrets,  &c.,  and  one  especially  to- 
Mrs.  Garfield.  Committee  appointed : — I.  D.  Kuntzleman, 
D  W.  Doty,  J.  Cal.  Drewet. 

A  motion  was  carried  that  no  person  be  allowed  to  speak  on  a 
question  more  than  twice  without  consent  of  the  house. 

Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Constitution  now  read  the  re¬ 
port  of  the  committee  on  article  IV.,  viz  : 

Article  IV. — All  soldiers’  children  who  attended  Pennsyl¬ 
vania  Soldiers’  Orphan  Schools,  or  who  were  maintained  at  in¬ 
stitutions  receiving  soldiers’  orphans,  and  who  shall  have  at¬ 
tained  to  the  age  of  sixteen  years,  are  eligible  to  membership. 
The  officers  of  the  Soldiers’  Orphan  School  Department,  the 
principals  and  professors  of  institutions  in  which  soldiers’ 
orphans  have  been  educated,  and  others  prominently  concerned 
in  the  origination  and  promotion  of  the  system  of  orphan 
schools  may  become  honorary  members,  on  a  vote  of  two-thirds 
of  the  members  present;  but  they  shall  not  be  entitled  to  a  vote 
on  any  question. 

This  was  adopted  as  a  substitute  for  article  IV,  mentioned 
above,  after  a  long  debate.  * 

Article  V. — The  dues  of  the  organization  shall  be  yearly. 
They  shall  be  such  as  the  By-Laws  and*Rules  of  Order  shall  pre¬ 
scribe  ;  and  in  no  case  shall  the  dues  of  a  male  member  exceed 
three  ($3.00)  dollars,  or  those  of  a  female  member  one  dollar  and 
a  half  ($1.50)  per  annum. 

Adopted  as  read. 

Article  VI. — There  shall  be  an  annual  Re-union.  The  time 
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and  place  of  meeting  of  every  Re-union  shall  be  decided  by  the 
Re-Union  immediately  preceding  it. 

Adopted  as  read. 

Article  VII. — The  officers  of  the  order  shall  be:  a  Presi¬ 
dent  ;  two  Vice  Presidents,  one  from  the  eastern  part,  the  other 
from  the  western  part  of  the  State  ;  a  Recording  Secretary ;  a 
Chief  Corresponding  Secretary,  and  as  many  subordinate  Corres¬ 
ponding  Secretaries  as  there  are  schools  and  counties  in  the 
State;  a  Treasurer;  a  Financial  Secretary;  a  Committee  of 
Auditors,  to  consist  of  seven  members  ;  a  Standing  or  Executive 
Committee  to  consist  of  seven  members,  who  shall  make  all  ar-  • 
rangements  for  all  Re-unions  ;  and  such  other  officers  and  com¬ 
mittees  as  may  be  found  necessary. 

On  motion  the  words  “one  from  the  eastern  part,  the  other 
from  the  western  part  of  the  State,”  and  “and  as  there  are 
schools”  were  stricken  out.  The  article  was  then  adopted. 

Article  VIII. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President  to  pre¬ 
side  at  all  meetings  ;  to  appoint  all  committees.  He  shall  sign 
all  orders  on  the  Treasurer  that  have  alreadv  been  signed  by  the 
Recording  Secretary.  He  shall  have  no  vote  except  in  case  of  a 
tie. 

Adopted,  after  limiting  the  power  of  appointment  of  the  Pres¬ 
ident  to  committees  not  mentioned  in  the  Constitution. 

Article  IX. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  first  Vice  President 
and  the  second  Vice  President,  respectively,  to  preside  in  the 
absence  of  the  President,  and  to  assist  him  in  the  performance 
of  his  duties. 

Adopted  as  read. 

Article  X. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Chief  Corresponding 
Secretary  to  attend  to  all  the  corresponding  of  the  organization, 
and  be  at  the  head  of  the  Subordinate  Corresponding  Secretaries 
in  the  different  counties.  He  shall  hold  all  papers  relating  to 
the  corresponding  of  the  Association,  etc. 

Adopted  as  read  with  “etc.”  struck  off. 

During  the  absence  from  the  hall  of  the  Constitutional  Com¬ 
mittee,  the  following  preamble  was  read  and  adopted  : 

Preamble. — We,  the  Soldiers’  Orphans  and  others  of  Penn¬ 
sylvania,  whose  names  are  hereby  subscribed,  recognize  the  ben¬ 
efit  to  be  derived  from  a  union  of  ourselves  into  an  organization, 
to  meet  at  such  periods  as  may  be  deemed  advisable,  and  do 
adopt  for  our  government  the  following  Constitution,  By-Laws 
and  Rules  of  Order. 

The  Constitution  Committee  further  reported  as  follows  : 

Article  XI. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Subordinate  Cor¬ 
responding  Secretary  in  each  county  "to  attend  to  all  the  corres¬ 
ponding  which  may  originate  in  his  county;  and  such  other 
work  as  may  be  detailed  him  by  the  Chief  Corresponding  Secre¬ 
tary. 

This  article  was  adopted  as  read. 

Article  XII. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  receive 
and  hold  all  the  funds  of  the  organization.  He  shall  .render  at 
our  annual  meeting  an  account  of  moneys  received  and  disbursed 
by  him  ;  and  also  a  closing  account  at  the  expiration  of  his  term 
of  office.  He  must  give  bonds  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his 
duties. 

This  was  abopted  after  fixing  the  amount  of  the  bonds  at  five 
hundred  ($500)  dollars. 
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Article  XIII. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Financial  Secre¬ 
tary  to  issue  all  orders  for  moneys,  the  orders  to  be  signed  by  the 
Recording  Secretary  and  the  President.  The  money  shall  be 
obtained  of  the  Treasurer;  and  shall  be  used  for  the  object  spec¬ 
ified  by  the  order,  in  such  manner,  and  by  such  person  or  per¬ 
sons  as  the  organization  may  direct.  He  shall  give  bonds  for  the 
faithful  performance  of  his  duties. 

Adopted  as  read. 

Article  XIV. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Recording  Secre¬ 
tary  to  keep  in  a  book  the  names  and  address  of  all  Sixteen ers  ; 
and  to  keep  an  accurate  record  of  the  proceedings  of  all  meetings. 
He  shall  sign  all  orders  on  the  Treasurer. 

Adopted,  after  su  bstituting  “all  members  of  the  organization” 
for  “all  Sixteeners.” 

Article  XV. — The  President,  Vice  Presidents,  Recording 
Secretary  and  Auditors  shall  be  elected  for  one  year.  The  Treas¬ 
urer,  Financial  Sectetary,  Chief  Corresponding  Secretary  and 
subordinate  Corresponding  Secretaries  and  the  Standing  Com¬ 
mittee  shall  be  elected  for  two  years.  The  President,  Vice  Pres¬ 
ident  and  Recording  Secretary  shall  not  be  eligible  for  re-elec¬ 
tion.  All  other  officers  can  be  re-elected. 

Adopted,  after  inserting  “successive”  between  “eligible  for” 
and  “re-election.” 

Article  XVI. — Amendments  to  this  Constitution  shall  be 
submitted  at  a  regular  meeting,  and  can  be  adopted  by  a  vote  of 
two-thirds  of  the  members  present.  By-Laws  and  Rules  of 
Order  conformatory  to  this  Constitution  can  be  adopted  at  a  reg¬ 
ular  meeting  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds. 

Adopted  as  read.  A  motion  was  carried  to  appoint  election, 
officers  and  take  a  recess  of  fifteen  minutes. 


Other  Business. 

After  a  recess  of  fifteen  minutes,  Wm.  Kemble  of  Camp  5,  Sons 
of  Veterans,  spoke  concerning  the  order  of  Sons  of  Veterans. 
He  was  followed  by  John  Stuart,  who  read  the  preamble  and 
several  articles  of  the  constitution  of  the  Sons  of  Veterans  and 
remarked  upon  the  same.  Maj.  Spicer  followed  with  remarks 
upon  the  same. 

The  fellowing  resolution  relative  to  the  Sons  of  Veterans  was 
passed  at  this  juncture  of  the  proceedings : 

Resolved,  That  this  convention  recommend  to  the  sons  of  sol¬ 
diers  of  the  different  counties  of  the  State  of  Pennsylvania  the 
suggestions  thrown  out  by  the  committee  of  the  Sons  of  Veterans 
of  Philadelphia,  and  earnestly  request  the  organization  of  Camps 
in  all  such  parts  of  the  State  as  possible  ;  also  that  we  who  are 
*  present  at  this  convention  promise  to  make  an  earnest  attempt 
to  organize  one  in  our  respective  localities. 

On  motion  it  was  decided  to  elect  officers  viva  voce.  After¬ 
wards  this*  motion  was  withdrawn  and  election  by  ballot  sub¬ 
stituted.  The  vote  for  President  resulted  in  the  election  of  Ed¬ 
ward  T.  Taylor  ;  Abr.  P.  Simmers,  of  Harrisburg,  was  elected 
first  Vice  President,  and  Daniel  W.  Doty  was  elected  second 
Vice  President,  each  for  one  year. 

The  meeting  adjourned  until  7  p.  m. 


Evening  Session. 


The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  President  Grow  at  7.30. 

Prayer  by  Prof.  Guss,  ex-principal  of  Cassville  Soldiers’ 
Orphan  School. 

An  essay,  the  subject,  “Our  Dead  Heroes,”  was  read  by  Mi  ms 
Clara  B.  Steele,  of  Harrisburg. 

The  committee  on  resolutions  then  reported  the  following 

Resolutions . 

Resolved ,  That  this  convention  regard  with  regret  and  deep 
feeling  of  condemnation  the  dastardly  attempt  of  the  assassin  to 
take  the  life  of  our  President,  and  trust  that  a  kind  Providence, 
who  ruleth  all  things  well,  may  yet  spare  him  to  his  family  and 
this  nation,  for  a  life  of  further  usefulness. 

Resolved ,  That  recognizing  in  Posts  No.  58  and  No.  116  of  the 
G.  A.  R.,  of  Harrisburg,  the  true  friends  of  the  Soldiers’ 
Orphans,  and  wishing  to  leave  on  record  some  appreciation  of 
their  kindness,  we  now  extend  our  thanks  to  them,  and  to  the 
authorities  in  charge  for  the  service  rendered  in  securing  a  plat  e 
of  meeting,  as  also  to  D.  R.  Ziegler,  State  Chairman  of  the  Com¬ 
mittee  of  Arrangements  of  the  Deaf  and  Mute  Convention,  who 
exchanges  with  us  the  Senate  Room  for  our  present  place  ef 
meeting — the  Hall  of  the  House  of  Representatives. 

Resolved ,  That  our  thanks  are  due  and  are  hereby  extended 
to  the  several  officers  of  the  Soldiers’  Orphan  Department,  for 
their  kind  services  and  generous  counsel. 

Resolved ,  That  we  extend  our  thanks  to  the  various  railroad 
companies  of  the  State,  and  also  to  Maj.  H.  F.  Spicer,  of  the 
Soldiers’  Orphan  Institute  of  Philadelphia,  through  whose  ex¬ 
ertions  we  were  enabled  to  secure  transportation  at  greatly  re¬ 
duced  rates  :  to  the  proprietors  of  hotels  and  boarding  houses  of 
the  city  of  Harrisburg  for  their  reduction  in  charges  and  gener¬ 
ous  treatment ;  and  to  the  citizens  who  manifested  their  interest 
in  us,  not  only  by  their  liberal  attendance  at  our  exercises,  but 
who  also  entertained,  free  of  cost,  some  of  our  number. 

Resolved ,  That  ex-Gov.  Curtin,  the  “War  Governor,  and 
Soldiers’  Friend,”  be  remembered  by  us  as  the  father  of  the  sys¬ 
tem  of  Soldiers’  Orphan  Schools,  and  that  we  extend  our  sincere 
and  heartfelt  thanks  for  his  presence  and  words  of  sympathy, 
congratulation  and  encouragement. 

Resolved ,  That  we  extend  our  thanks  to  Governor  Hoyt,  Col. 
Geo.  F.  McFarland,  Hon.  J.  P.  Wickerskam,  Col.  Jas.  L.  Paul, 
and  to  the  principals  of  schools  and  others  who  addressed  us. 

Resolved ,  That  we  extend  our  thanks  to  the  papers  of  the 
city  for  publishing  the  doings  of  our  meetings.  Also  to  the 
papers  of  the  State  for  the  notices  published  relative  to  this 
meeting. 

Resolved ,  Last,  but  not  least,  we  would  not  forget  the  zeal 
and  untiring  efforts  of  our  worthy  and  efficient  chairman,  Alva 
S.  Grow, — his  able  assistants,  the  Recording  Secretary,  Ed.  T. 
Taylor,  and  the  others  associated  with  them  ;  that  we  congratu¬ 
late  them  upon  the  final  culmination  of  their  early  efforts  in  an 
organization,  which  will  in  the  future,  we  hope  and  believe,  be 
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promotive  of  great  good  to  us,  redound  to  the  honor  and  credit 
of  the  several  schools  from  which  we  have  graduated,  and  to  the 
State  of  Pennsylvania,  so  lavish  of  her  rich  bounty,  and  serve  to 
perpetuate  and  strengthen  the  ties  of  brotherly  and  sisterly  feel¬ 
ing  which  the  common  loss  of  our  fathers  so  early  inaugurated.

Adoption  of  the  Constitution  as  a  W hole. 

On  motion  the  Constitution,  as  follows,  was  adopted  as  a 
whole : 

Preamble. 

We,  the  Soldiers’  Orphans  and  others  of  Pennsylvania,  whose 
names  are  hereby  subscribed,  recognize  the  benefit  to  be  derived 
from  a  union  of  ourselves  into  an  organization,  to  meet  at  such 
periods  as  may  be  deemed  advisable,  and  do  adopt  for  our  govern¬ 
ment  the  following  Constitution,  By-Laws  and  Rules  of  Order. 


Constitution. 

Article  I. — This  organization  shall  be  known  as  the  order 
of  Soldiers’  Orphan  Sixteeners  of  Pennsylvania,  (S.  O.  S.  of  Pa.). 
Article  II. — The  object  of  this  order  shall  be  to  perpetuate

the  memories  of  the  ties  which  were  formed  by  our  fathers  upon 
fields  of  battle ;  and  those  which  were  formed  by  ourselves  while 
wards  of  the  State  ;  and  to  render  assistance  to  each  other. 

Article  III. — The  motto  of  this  organization  shall  be: 
“We  defend  those  things  for  which  our  fathers  fought.” 

Article  IV. — All  soldiers’  children  who  attended  Pennsyl¬ 
vania  Soldiers’  Orphan  Schools,  or  who  were  maintained  at  in¬ 
stitutions  receiving  soldiers’  orphans,  and  who  shall  have  at¬ 
tained  to  the  age  of  sixteen  years,  are  eligible  to  membership. 
The  officers  of  the  Soldiers’  Orphan  School  Department,  the 
principals  and  professors  of  institutions  in  which  soldiers’ 
orphans  were  educated,  and  others  prominently  concerned  in 
the  origination  and  promotion  of  the  system  of  orphan  schools, 
may  become  honorary  members  on  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the 
members  present ;  but  they  shall  not  be  entitled  to  a  vote  on  any 
question. 

Article  V. — The  dues  of  the  organization  shall  be  yearly. 
They  shall  be  such  as  the  By-Laws  and  Rules  of  Order  shall 
prescribe  ;  and  in  no  case  shall  the  dues  of  a  male  member  ex¬ 
ceed  three  ($3.00)  dollars,  or  those  of  a  female  member  one  dol¬ 
lar  and  a  half  ($1.50)  per  annum. 

Article  VI. — There  shall  be  an  annual  Re-union.  The 
time  and  place  of  meeting  of  every  Re-union  shall  be  decided  by 
the  Re-union  immediately  preceding  it. 

Article  VII. — The  officers  of  the  order  shall  be:  a  Presi¬ 
dent;  two  Vice  Presidents,  one  first  one  second ;  a  Recording 
Secretary  ;  a  Chief  Corresponding  Secretary,  and  as  many  sub¬ 
ordinate  Corresponding  Secretaries  as  there  are  counties  in  the 
State ;  a  Treasurer ;  a  Financial  Secretary ;  a  Committee  of 
Auditors,  to  consist  of  seven  members  ;  a  Standing  Committee, 
to  consist  of  seven  members,  who  shall  make  all  arrangements 
for  all  re-uftions,  and  such  other  officers  and  committees  as  may 
be  found  necessary. 

Article  VIII. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President  to  pre¬ 
side  at  all  meetings  ;  to  appoint  all  committees,  except  the  Com¬ 
mittee  of  Auditors  and  Standing  Committee.  He  shall  sign  all 
orders  on  the  Treasurer  that  have  already  been  signed  by  the  Re¬ 
cording  Secretary.  He  shall  have  no  vote  except  in  case  of  a  tie. 

Article  IX. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  First  Vice  President 
and  the  Second  Vice  President,  respectively,  to  preside  in  the 
absence  of  the  President,  and  to  assist  him  in  the  performance 
of  his  duties. 

Article  X. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Chief  Corresponding 
Secretary  to  attend  to  all  the  corresponding  of  the  organization, 
and  to  be  at  the  head  of  the  subordinate  Corresponding  Secre¬ 
taries  in  the  different  counties.  He  shall  hold  all  papers  relat¬ 
ing  to  the  corresponding  of  the  organization. 

Article  XI. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  subordinate  Corres¬ 
ponding  Secretary  in  each  county  to  attend  to  all  the  corres¬ 
ponding  which  originates  in  his  county  ;  and  such  other  work 
as  may  be  detailed  him  by  the  Chief  Corresponding  Secretary. 

Article  XII. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  re¬ 
ceive  and  hold  the  funds  of  the  organization.  He  shall  render 
at  our  annual  meeting  an  account  of  moneys  received  and  dis¬ 
bursed  by  him  ;  and  also  a  closing  account  at  the  expiration  of 
his  term  of  office.  He  must  give  bonds  to  the  amount  of  five 
hundred  ($500)  dollars  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties. 
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Article  XIII. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Financial  Secre¬ 
tary  to  issue  all  orders  for  money,  the  orders  to  be  signed  by  the 
Becording  Secretary  and  the  President ;  and  it  shall  be  used  for 
the  object  specified  by  the  order,  in  such  manner,  and  by  the 
person  or  persons,  as  the  organization  may  direct.  He  shall- 
give  bonds  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties. 

Article  XIV. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Becording  Secre¬ 
tary  to  keep  in  a  book  the  names  and  address  of  all  members  of 
the  organization,  and  to  keep  an  accurate  record  of  the  proceed¬ 
ings  of  all  meetings.  He  shall  sign  all  orders  on  the  Treasurer. 

Article  XV. — The  President,  Vice  President,  Becording 
Secretary  and  Auditors  shall  be  elected  for  one  year.  The  Treas¬ 
urer,  Financial  Secretary,  Chief  Corresponding  Secretary  and 
subordinate  Corresponding  Secretaries  and  the  Standing  Com¬ 
mittee  shall  be  elected  for  two  years.  The  President,  Vice  Pres¬ 
ident  and  Becording  Secretary  shall  not  be  eligible  for  succes¬ 
sive  re-election.  All  other  officers  can  be  re-elected. 

Article  XVI. — Amendments  to  this  constitution  shall  be 
submitted  at  a  regular  meeting,  and  can  be  adopted  by  a  vote  of 
two-thirds  of  the  members  present.  By-Laws  and  Buies  of 
Order  conformatory  to  this  constitution  can  be  adopted  at  a  reg¬ 
ular  meeting  by  a  two-thirds  vote. 

It  was  decided  by  motion  that  the  next  Be-union  be  held  on 
the  16th,  17th  and  18th  days  (Wednesday,  Thursday  and  Friday) 
of  August,  1882 ;  and  that  Harrisburg  be  the  place  of  meeting. 

At  this  point  the  convention  sang  the  song  “America,”  Miss- 
Ella  Overton  presiding  at  the  piano.  Daniel  Acker  gave  some 
instrumental  music.  He  was  encored. 

Col.  Geo.  McFarland  made  a  short  address. 

On  motion  of  W.  C.  Beem,  Prof.  Guss  addressed  the  audience, 
subject,  “Dark  Days  of  the  Soldiers’  Orphan  Schools.*’  He  paid 
an  eloquent  tribute  to  Dr.  Thos.  H.  Burrowes,  the  one  who  took 
the  most  effective  interest  in  the  Soldiers’  Orphan  Schools — 
“Burrowes  took  more  interest  than  Gov.  Curtin.”  He  paid 
tribute  also  to  Col.  Geo.  F.  McFarland  and  Dr.  Wickersham ; 
also  to  Gov.  Geary,  the  dead  hero.  The  President  extended  an 
invitation  to  Prof.  Guss  to  continue  his  address  on  the  morrow. 
Adjournment  at  11  p.  m. 


(Downing  Session. 

AUGUST  26. 


Rev.  Taylor  led  the  convention  in  prayer.  Music,  Miss  Ella 
Overton  presiding  at  the  organ.  The  newly  elected  President 
then  gave  his  inaugural  address.  The  President  appointed  the 
following  members  as  a  committee  to  draw  up  testimonials  of 
respect  to  Dr.  Geo.  L.  Jacobs,  late  a  practicing  physician  of 
Harrisburg,  and  a  graduate  of  McAlisterville  Soldiers’  Orphan 
School :  Ellen  Overton,  L.  Emma  Rambler,  Edwin  S.  Arnold 
(chairman),  Chas.  H.  Rouse  and  Samuel  Farber.

The  President  introduced  Prof.  Houck,  Deputy  State  Super¬ 
intendent  of  Public  Instruction,  who  delivered  a  short  address, 
in  which  he  said,  “I  can  bear  evidence  of  the  testimony  of 
County  Superintendents  that  Soldiers’  Orphan  School  graduates 
are  among  the  very  best  teachers  in  the  State.” 

Mr.  Lindley,  of  the  State  Department  of  Public  Instruction, 
was  called  upon  to  deliver  an  address,  but  declined,  asking  Mr. 
Stewart  of  the  same  Department  to  take  his  place.  Mr.  Stewart 
said:  “I  know  from  observation  that  the  graduates  of  the  Sol¬ 
diers’  Orphan  Schools  compare  favorably  with  college  gradu¬ 
ates.”  Col.  J.  L.  Paul  then  made  an  address.  The  Colonel  is 
recognized  as  one  of  our  best  friends,  and  his  remarks  were  cor¬ 
dially  received. 

The  report  of  the  committee  to  draw  up  testimonials  relative 
to  the  decease  of  Dr.  Geo.  L.  Jacobs,  was  as  follows  : 

Whereas,  In  the  Providence  of  God,  we  were  called  to  mourn, 
on  the  21st  of  August,  the  death  of  Dr.  Geo.  L.  Jacobs,  a  gradu¬ 
ate  of  the  McAlisterville  Soldiers’  Orphan  School,  and  late  a  prac¬ 
ticing  physician  in  the  city  of  Harrisburg,  we  desire  to  do  honor 
to  his  memory,  and  to  afford  such  consolation  as  we  thus  may  to 
his  afflicted  family,  by  placing  on  record  an  expression  of  our 
sense  of  his  worth,  and  our  sorrow  at  an  event  which  seemed  so 
untimely  to  our  limited  vision. 
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During  the  years  that  Dr.  Jacobs  associated  with  us  as  a 
schoolmate  his  conduct  and  the  character  he  manifested  were 
such  as  to  entitle  him  to  our  esteem  and  to  win  for  him  our  affec¬ 
tionate  regard.  His  intellectual  ability  and  bodily  vigor  and 
°his  efforts  for  self-improvement  gave  promise  of  a  life  that  would 
be  useful  to  his  fellow  men,  and  a  comfort  and  a  blessing  to  his 
friends;  and  that  would  reflect  honor  upon  the  school.  We 
realize  in  his  death  a  loss  to  our  organization  ;  and  to  each  of  us 
it  brought  grief  as  the  loss  of  a  friend  to  whom  we  had  a  strong 
personal  attachment. 

We  cannot  but  believe  that  with  these  characteristics  he 
would  have  fitted  himself  to  fill  a  high  sphere  of  honor  and  use¬ 
fulness,  had  life  and  health  been  spared  him. 

Still  we  recognize  the  infinite  wisdom  and  love  of  our 
Heavenly  Father  in  removing  our  friend  from  us  ;  and  we  com¬ 
mend  this  thought  to  his  sorrowing  friends,  well  assured  that  in 
it  there  is  comfort  and  instruction  for  all  who  tread  the  thorny 
ways  of  this  world.  Helen  E.  Overton,

It  was  moved  and  passed  that  the  Executive  Committee 
adopt  orders  of  business  for  our  next  meeting. 

C.  Day  Rudy,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  a  badge,  re¬ 
ported  that  the  Committee  had  decided  that  each  of  the  Commit¬ 
tee  prepare  designs  and  hand  them  in  to  the  Chairman  by  the 
first  day  of  December,  1881,  and  that  he  send  the  designs  to  each 
member  of  the  Committee  for  their  approval  of  one  of  them. 
Further,  that  the  Committee  had  decided  that  the  badge  should 
be  gotten  up  in  such  a  way  that  it  could  be  worn  either  as  a  pin 
or  as  a  pendant  charm. 

The  convention  was  now  addressed  by  the  Rev.  Taylor,  of 
Phillipsburg  Soldiers’  Orphan  School.  Dr.  McKibbin,  of  Fulton 
county,  made  an  eloquent  address.  Maj.  Spicer  was  appointed 
to  secure  rates  of  transportation  for  the  next  Re-union. 

The  long  meter  doxology  was  sung,  and  the  convention  ad¬ 
journed  sine  die.

Review  of  the  I^e-union. 


Harrisburg,  Dec.  1st,  1881. 

Our  first  re-union  was  a  success,  and  having  organized  during 
the  short  period  of  three  days  enjoyed  ourselves  in  each  others7 
society,  forming  many  new  and  pleasant  acquaintances — recall¬ 
ing  many  pleasant  and  congruous  incidents  of  school  days.  We 
separated — all  well  pleased  with  every  one  and  themseives — as¬ 
suring  each  of  their  presence  here  at  our  next  gathering,  and  in  , 
the  meantime  to  do  all  in  their  power  to  further  advance  and  in¬ 
crease  the  membership  of  our  organization.  Many,  who  on  ac¬ 
count  of  business  or  other  hindrances  were  not  permitted  to  be 
present,  yet  desiring  to  be  identified  with  it  organization — 
having  worked  hard  in  its  interests  in  influencing  and  urging 
the  attendance  of  others,  we  deemed  it  proper  to  offer  an 
opportunity  to  those  to  enroll  their  names  as  members  of  the 
Association.  To  those  and  others  interested,  we  held  the  registry 
list  open  a  time,  the  registry  or  initiatory  fee  being  fixed  at  $1.00, 
for  gentlemen,  and  50  cents  for  the  ladies.

As  Harrisburg  is  noted  for  her  great  hotels,  we  hope  to  be  able 
to  make  double  the  number  comfortable  if  they  will  come,  that 
we  had  at  our  last  meeting,  and  at  very  moderate  rates. 
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I  would  request  sixteeners  to  send  me  the  names  and  address 
of  principals,  teachers  and  officers,  and  also  of  those  who  former¬ 
ly  were  connected  with  the  schools,  as  we  desire  to  extend  to 
them  an  invitation  to  our  next  reunion. 

The  chief  corresponding  secretary  and  county  secretaries  will 
be  pleased  to  receive  all  communications  that  may  be  of  benefit 
to  us  as  an  Association — and  also  give  information  to  all  desiring 
it. 

I  wish  to  call  the  attention  of  those  who  having  registered 
and  not  yet  paid  their  registry  or  iniatory  fee,  we  hope  such 
will  pay  up  without  delay,  sending  it  to  the  Financial  Secretary, 
thereby  saving  the  expense  of  sending  notices  or  duns.
